RABBI HIRSCH ON FOREIGN LAN- 
GUAGES IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
: — — 5 
Discussion at a Banquet of the Union 
League Club—Dr. Hirsch Would Have 
Nothing but English Branches Taught, 
at Least in the Lower Grades—Ex-Gov. 
_ Hoard of Wisconsin Says It’s a Question 
of Policy. 


Much interest was taken in the quarterly 


meeting of the Union League Club last even- 
ing, as the question to be discussed after the 
banquet related to whether foreign languages 
should be taught in the public schools. This 
ae several years has taken a deep inter-

After the supper some business of the club 
was transacted, an amendment to the consti- 
tution adopted, and the report of the Secre- 
tary read. President Head then announced 
the topic for discussion and introduced Dr. 
Hirsch. In dom so he said: 

President Head's Introductory Remarks, 

Many subjects of great importance and moment 
have been discussed at times before the member- 
ship of this club, but no subject ever has been or 
ever will be discussed before yon of greater or 
more far-reaching importance than the question 
of the proper studies to be pursued in our public 
schools. Itis not easy for us who are bearing the 
burden and heat of the day, and in 
whose charge are the great industrial, manufact- 
uring, and commercial enterprises which make 
Chicago the city of our especial pride, to realize 
that within twenty-five years the business of Chi- 
cago and its government will be controlled by 
children who are now inthe public schools. To 
all therefore interested in the future welfare of 
the city and Nation who woyld wish that in the 
future as in the past the career of each shall be 
one of unending brightness and glory the ques- 
tion of the proper training of those who are so 
soon to relieve us from the trusts and responsi- 
bilities which we now hold is one of vital impor- 
tance. 

Dr. Hirsch then followed. He said: 

One thing Iam glad of is that the municipal 
election has been settled. For if there was a po- 
litical fight in progress 1 would be shy of express- 
ing myself to this audience. In politics one must 
be a kind of polygog. In one section of the city 
he must say he is in favor of the teaching of the 
Bohemian language in the schools, and when he 
gets over in the neighborhood of the Staats- 
Zeitung he must be in favor of the German. If I 
were going to enter politics in two years I would 
not be afraid to express myself. The American 
people have short memories. Four years ago 
they knocked down their Mayor and charged him 
with all kinds of things and they have just taken 
him up again. 

One Side of the Question. 

There are reasons that seem to commend the 
study of foreign languages 2 our schools. The 
more languages a man can command the more of 
a human being he is. It has been said men have 
as many souls as languages they have command- 
ed. Each one should know his own soul—that is, 
the language of the country in which he lives. 
There are men here who claim English is not the 
exclusive American language. They can make a 
good showing in their argument that a large por- 
tion of our Nation is connected with Germany, 
and another can do thesame with some other. 
The official language is English, and no man is in 


try unless he has a good knowledge of the En- 
glish language. 


Referring to the Compulsory Education law 
Dr. Hirsch said: 

It is a law that I for one would like to see pre- 
served upon the statute books. Those who are 
serving on the juries do not sufficiently under- 
stand the instructions of the court and the law to 
render equitable verdicts. It is important that 
the people who are called upon to serve upon the 
juries shall have a better knowledge of the lan- 
guage that they may better perform their duties. 

As a matter of education, shail foreign lan- 
guages be taught in the public schools? This is 
another feature of the discussion worthy of con- 
sideration. No one can doubt the study of 
languages is a great instrument of education. 
By the study of these languages it is not the pur- 
pose.to speak these languages but the introduc- 
tion of foreign literature. Can our public schools 
give such a knowledge of foreign literature? I 
doubt it. Only about 30 per cent of the pupils 
that go to the lower grades reach the grammar 
grade and more drop out at the high school. A 
practical study of the German in the public 
schools confirms me in this opinion. 

German a Failure in Public Schools. 

It would be for the better if the money devoted 
to this were devoted to the study of English 
branches or to the study of history. Though of 
German birth I cannot say that I am satisfied 
with the effort made to teach German in the 
schools, and I am surprised that the present de- 
gree of success has been attained. 

No foreign tongue should be taught in the lower 
grades of our public schools. Our children should 
learn history well, geography well, arithmetic 
well, and if we have done this we have accom- 
plished enough. In the high school is the place 
to study French and German. I am opposed to 
the abolinon of the high school. Money 
spent in the high school is not wasted. 
The high school is the place to study foreign 

but in the lower grades they have no 
place. The children learn a few words and on 
the closing day they make a good showing, but a 
few years after they leave there they may have a 
few sounds. The German is a failure in the pub 
lic schools. Make the native tongue the English.

Elsa Benedict Expires at Milwaukee While 
Undergoing a Surgical Operation. 

Miuwavuxesr, Wis., April 21.— [Special. — 
Elsa Benedict, the 14-year-old daughter of 
Henry Benedict, the well-known wholesale 
clothier of this city, died this after- 
noon while undergoing a surgical operation. 
Seven years ago the girl contracted 
a spinal trouble which in later years left her a 
cripple.

DEEDED 10 THE STATE, 


The Illinois Normal University Litigation 
Settled, 


Srrixarizip, III., April 21.—[Special.]— 
About two years ago the Supreme Court 
cided that the Normal University at Normal 
was not a State institution in the sense that 
the Legislature could appropriate money for 
its support. Notwithstanding this decision 
the Legislature made the usual appropriation. 
Thereupon James Freeman, a taxpayer of 
Bloomington, applied for an injunction to 
restrain the State Board of Education ‘from 
receiving the appropriation. The lower court 
refused to grant the injunction and the case 


was taken to the Supreme Court on a writ of + 


error. Today an agreement was filed in the 
Supreme Court dismissing the writ of error at 
the cost of the defendant, the State Board of 
Education. it is understood that the board 
has deeded to the State the property of the 
institution under the law of 1865, so that here- 
after the State will exercise control and it will 
be a proper subject of State aid.

Ex. Paso, Tex., April 21.—The Presidential 


General Wanamaker, and Secretary Rusk, and 
as the train moved off the children showered 
the visitors with flowers.

An International Demonstration. 

EI Paso celebrated the occasion of the first 
visit ever made to it by the Chief Magistrate 
of the Nation by a grand international demon- 
stration by the citizens of the two Republics. 
There was also general participation on the 
part of the resident Indians. The city was 
elaborately decorated with American 
and Mexican decorations, the public 
buildings and business houses display- 
ing a profusion of bunting. There 
were many arches bearing mottoes 
of “ Welcome to Our President,” Welcome 
to Our Mexican Friends,” and “ Reciprocity 
with Mexico.” The Mexican troops were 
drawn up in line at the station when the train 
stopped. Gov. Carrillos of Chihuahua and 
his staff, with a large military band of thirty- 
five pieces, participated in the reception as 
the representative of President Di 
Mexico, who was unable te be present. 
The troops wore side arms, and entered 
the territory by special permission of 
President Harrison. The Chief Magistrate 
was received by a committee, including Mayor 
Caples, Gen. A. G. Malloy, Maj. B. H. Davis, 
formerly of the Confederate army, and es- 
corted to his i A procession was 
formed, including United States and Mexican 
troops, Grand Army posts, Confederate vet- 
erans, the fire department, civic organizations, 
and colored gitizens, and the distinguished 
visitors were: accorded a great welcome and 
escorted to the court-house, where the tormal 
addresses were made. 

Mexico Friendly Greeting. 
The handsome court-house and the Mexican 


| consulate were literally covered with brilliant 


decorations. From their carriages to the 
platform in front of the court-house the Pres- 
idéntial party passed between two lines of 
about six hundred schoolchildren dressed 
in white, As the President mount- 
ed the platform the Mexican 
military band played Hail to the Chief.“ 
while the Mexican battery stationed on the 
Mexican hank of the Rio Grande commenced 
firing a salute of twenty-one guns. An ad- 
dress of welcome was delivered by Gen. 
Malloy, at the conclusion of which Gov.

President Harrison, in responding, said: 

My Fellow-Citizens: We have been journeying 
for several days throughout the great State of 
Texas.

This is a 
fitting close to the magnificent expressions 
which the people of Texas have given 
stand at this 
gateway of trade with the great 
Republic of Mexico. Iam glad to know that it 
is not only a gateway of commerce but a gateway 
of friendship. That not only do these hurrying 
vehicles of commerce bear the product of the 
fields and mines in mutual exchange, but that 
they have facilitated those personal relations 
which have promoted and must yet more promote 
the friendliness of the two independent, liberty- 
loving peoples. 

I receive with great satisfaction these tributes 
of respect which have been brought to me by the 
Governor of Chihuahua and the representatives 
of the army of Mexico. I desire to return to them 
and through them to the people of Mexico and to 
that illustrious and progressive statesman who 
presides over her destinies not only my sincere 
personal regard but an assurance of the friendli- 
ness and respect of the American Government 
and the American people. I look forward with 
interest to a larger development of our trade; to 
the opening of new lines of commerce and new 
avenues of friendship. We have passed that era 
in our history, I hope, when we ‘were aggressive 
and unpleasant neighbors. Wedo not covet the 
territory of any of the other peoples, but do 
covet their friendship and those trade exchanges 
which are mutually profitable. 

And now to you, my fellow citizens, I bring con- 
gratulations for the rapid development which 
you are making here and extend the most cordial 
good wishes for the realization of every hope you 
have for El- Paso and its neighborhood.

Probability That All Engaged in the Mafia

The grand jury met at 10 o’clock this morning 
and remained in session six hours. Two hun- 
dred and seventy citizens of more or less 
prominence had been summoned, mainly of 
the merchant and employer class.

The drift of inquiry as far as it leaked oyt 
was found to be towards the establishing of 
the identity of the men who broke into the

It appears now to 
be the disposition of the body to present in- 
dictments against every person in any way 
identified with the killing—some 8,000 or 10,- 
000 altogether—and give the court an oppor- 
tunity to disvose of the case.

Sensational Charges Made by Alliance Mem- 
bers of the Minnesota Legislature. —

FURNITURE MEN CARRY THEIR POINT. 


Michigan’s Convict Labor Will Not Enter 
Inte Com tion with Them, 

Lansma. Mich, April 21.—[Special.]— 
Nearly every furniture manufacturer of 
Grand Rapids, flanked by representatives of 
the labor organizations, moved on the Senate 
today and protested against the bill appropriat- 
ing $40,000 for a furniture factory in the Ionia 
Reformatory. They held thatthe furniture in- 
dustry was so delicately adjusted that if the 
State entered into competition with a well 
equipped plant and convict labor it would 
force a tumble in prices that would wreck the 
business. So active was the opposition that 
the Board of Control of the prison at length 
announced that it would not push the appro- 
priation bill further. 

The Fisheries Committee recommended an 
appropriation of $55,000 for the State Fish 
Commission, and that hereafter the 
commercial fishermen should be taxed to pay 
the cost of keeping up the whitefish hatcher- 
ies. It also recommended the appoint- 
ment of five special game and fish wardens, 
to have the same power in all parts of Michi- 
gan as the State Warden himself. 


COULD NOT REPEAL THE LAW. 


Wisconsin Local Option Statute to Remain 
in Force—Legislative Doings. 

Manprson, Wis., April 21.—[Special. ]—The 
Assembly tonight killed the bill to repeal the 
Local Option law of 1889. Mr. Winans offered 
an amendment providing that the repeal of 
the present law should reéstablish the force of 
the laws previously in existence which were 
repealed by the enactment of the law of 1889.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY. 

The convention between Spain and the 
United States, securing to the people of this 
country reciprocal trade relations with the 
Spanish Antilles, is the second link in the 
chain of success that as a result of Blaine's 
policy of reciprocity of trade will ultimately 
bind in commercial fraternity all the repub- 
lies of the Western Continent. It follows 
closely on the heels of the treaty with Brazil. 
It will open up to our merchants, manufact- 
urers, and agricultural producers an important 
set of new markets, as the population of Cuba 
and Puerto. Rico is over 2,500,000 (it was 2,275,- 
313 in 1880), and the people have a superior 
ability to consume our products by virtue of 


| the productive wealth of those fine islands. 


The United States obtains a practical ex- 
emption from duties on most of its crude and 
manufactured products. These will include 
beans, lard, petroleum, and machinery. There 
is a sweeping reduction in the duties on our 
cereals and flour, but the exact amount of 
duty remaining is not stated at present. The 
tariff has hitherto been practically prohibi- 
tory, being $4.50 per barrel on flour, 86 cents 
on wheat per bushel, and 27 cents on corn and 
rye, the duty on flour having been raised some 
two years ago. Cuba now consumes about 
500,000 barrels of flour per annum, most of 
which is obtained in Spain, and costs the con- 
sumer $12 per barrel. It is believed that the 
terms of the Blaine convention will enable 
Western millers to lay it down there for about 
$6 per barrel, and this enormous cheapening 
thay be expected. to speedily increase the con- 
sumption to 1,000,000 barrels a year by en- 
abling those who now consume it to eat more, 
and largely augmenting the humber of bread 
eaters, who cannot afford to pay $12 per 
barrel. Our dealers in breadstuffs are already 
appreciating this fact. They are making ar- 
rangements for sending more flour to Brazil 
than formerly, and the note of preparation for 
a bigger Cuban trade will be heard immedi- 
ately. Indeed it is probable that the recent 
excitement in our markets for breadstuffs, 
which has forced up the prices of flour and the 
| cereals, is in some part due to the prospect of 
the much larger demand vwing to the opening 
of these new markets for our produce, 

The Cubans will take more of our corn, at 
least in the shape of pork products, especially 
lard, which will to a considerable extent take 
the place of the olive oil hitherto imported 
from Spain. Probably they will continue to 
take the European bean, which is of a differ- 
ent kind to the product of this country, but 
it is only } ble to suppose the demand 
for that will be less on account of the greater 
cheapness of cereal food. Undoubtedly: our 
machinery will be wanted there to an extent 
sufficient to replace at no distant day the 
present cumbrous, processes of production 
with new and improved methods, and coinci- 
dently with that change will grow up an 
active trade in many articles manufactured in 
the United States, in regard to the character 
of which business only a general inference can 
be drawn at the moment. 

These substantial advantages have been 
gained by Secrétary Blaine by the skillful use 
of the scant measure of compulsion which he 
was able to bring to bear—the leverage of a 
reimposition of one cent per pound’ tax on 
imports of sugar from countries which will 
not reciprocate. No one can doubt that if 
Mr. Blaine had the doubly forcible argument 


| of a two-cent impost it would have been cor- 


respondingly more impressive, Spain would 
have given more than it has, and by this time 
other people than those of Brazil and Cuba 
would have fallen into line. But the matter 
is workmg all right. Enough has been 
achieved to show the great wisdom that 
formulated the plan of reciprocity with non- 
competing countries, and it is fair to assume 
that with so much of success already attend- 
ing the movement there will be no difficulty 
in shaping the course of our National legisla- 
tion to a more effective issue should that be 
‘deemed advisable. 


MORE LIGHT NEEDED. 

Tas Trreune of yesterday contained a de- 
scription of an alleged new invention for the 
economical manufacture of fuel and illuminat- 
ing gas and doing away with the smoke nui- 
sar by ceasing to make smoke. The re- 
port states that the inventor claims his device 
can be employed advantageously by any 
steam boiler consuming as much as five tons 
of coal per day. The account is not quite so 
clear as could be wished by those who want to 
understand the prmciple of construction and 
mode of operating the machine. There is uo 
trouble in understanding that the apparatus 
itself will furnish the gas uséd under the boiler

tion $2.40 each. ‘The story that a machine 
which is only ten feet high, fifteen feet long, 
and seven feet wide has a capacity almost 
sufficient to furnish enough illuminating gas 
for the City of Chicago may well make the 
officers of the nominally defunct gas trust 
turn livid with fear if they believe it, and ex- 
cite in the minds of others a supicion that 
somebody has been drawing the long bow. 


NO HASTE ABOUT THE APPORTIONMENTS. 

An attempt will be make to get through the 
Legislature bills providing for a new Senato- 
rial and Congressional apportionment of the 
State, but it will hardly be a success, and the 
time spent on it is likely to be thrown away. 
The House, which is Democratic, will not permit 
fair apportionments to be made. The Demo- 
cratic leaders invented gerrymandering and 
practice it whenever they get a chance. When 
they cannot they fall back on other forms of 
fraud. If they cannot cheat under color of 
law they will do it outside the law. 

As nothing honest can be expected of the 
House Democrats and their two converts from 
the Farmers’ Alliance let the legislative ap- 
portionment stand over for two years. If the 
Democrats can carry both branches in the 
next General Assembly they will carve up the 
State to suit themselves. If the Republicans 
carry them they will pass a fair bill on the 
subject, as they have done always. As for the 
present House it is not a representative body 
politicaily. It was elected in an “off” year 
and on “off” issues. Two or three of the 
Cook County members are Democrats who 


“got in from Republican districts by blunders 


and accidents. 

It may be said that a postponement of the 
apportionment will work injustice to Cook 
County, which has now ten Senators and thirty 
Representatives, but will have at least fifteen 
of the former and forty-five of the latter when 
the State is redistricted. That point might 
be well taken if there were any hope of a 
marked improvement in the character of the 
Cook County delegation. But if an mcrease in 
membership is to mean only more Van 
Praags, Quinns, and Burkes then the smaller 
the number of representatives from this coun- 
ty the better. The interests of Chicago can 
be more safely intrusted to the guardianship 
of the country members than to the riffraff 
which finds its way to Springfield from this 
city. There are some good men sent from 
Cook and some pretty scaly ones, who are 
more intent on sandbagging corporations than 
serving the interests of their constituents. 

As for the Congressional apportionment it 
makes no difference if the present one re- 
mains unaltered for ten yearstocome. The 
old districts were fairly laid out politically, as 
last fall’s election shows. The party that can 
poll the most votes can carry a majority of 
them. The two additional members given the 
State can be elected on a generel ticket in 
1892, and if necessary in succeeding years. 
It would be a good thing, especially in off 
years,” if two of the Congressmen were 
chosen by general election, It would give 
more dignity and interest to the contest. A 
Congressman voted for by the entire State 
would rank in public estimation almost as 
high as a Senator. Reapportionment would 
give the two new members to Cook, but even 
though the districts should be left as they are 
the party nominating conventions would give 
the two seats to this county if it had men big 
enough to claim thern. 

The wisest thing for the Legislature to do 
under the circumstances ig to let this subject 
of apportionment alone until 1893. It has no’ 
more than time enough to do what it can and 
ought to do on other bills, and it should not 
therefore waste valuable time on a bill which 
will not do justice to the Republican party. 


THE nnn FALSE PROPH- 
8. 


Delano, Harpster, and Lawrence, the three 
Ohio ram-raisers, told the wool-growers of 
that State that the effect of higher duties on 
imported wools would be to put up the price 
of their fleeces. In July, 1889, “double ex- 
tra Ohio wool was bringing at Boston from 
35 to 36 cents and extra brought from 34 
to 35.. Six months later the prices paid were 
83 to 34 cents for double extra and 381 to 
33 for extra. Six months later there was 
another fall—to 324;@34 and 31@32. The 
wool-growers believed the ram-raisers when 
they told them the McKinley bill would give 
them back the old prices of July, 1889, at 
least. What has the result been? Last week 
double extra brought at Boston from 32 
to 333¢ cents and extra from 30 to 31. 

The effect of the McKinley bill is, then, that 
the Ohio shepherds are getting less for their 
wool than they did before it was passed and 
the demand for itis not as great. The only 
men who can be said to be helped by the in- 
creased duties on wool are the ranchmen of 
the arid regions, who find a greater demand 
for their poorer, cheaper wools. They are the 
ones for whom Delano, Lawrence & Co. were 
really working, for they sell rams for breeding 
purposes to these Texas, New Mexico, and Ar- 
izona sheep owners. 

While the New England manufacturers are 
turning the cold shoulder on the fine Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, and Michigan wools, they are 
using in increasing quantities those from Aus- 
tralia. In spite of higher duties and more 
rigid classifications the importations of wool 
are increasing. Eleven million pounds came in 
last February, as against five millionsin Feb- 
ruary, 1890. Nine-elevenths of the amount im- 
ported consisted of the cheap, third-class wools, 
which formerly were used almost exclusively 
for carpet-making, but which are now going 
into thé manufacture of cloths, the purchaser 
of which gets a poorer article than be did. 

This is not encouraging for the wool-grower 


east of the Mississippi. The demand for his 


wool is falling off, and the price of mutton, 
which is three-quarters of his return from a 
sheep, has not gone up. Lawrenceand Delano 
tell him not to give up the ship—that they 
will succeed in some way in barmng out all 
foreign wool. They have secured some rulings 
from the Treasury Department which are a 
step in that direction, and they are laboring 
now to got one which will make third-class 
wools so expensive that they cannot be used 
for the manufacture of cheap carpets. The 
carpet-makers are in a Bad way. The ram- 
raisers tell them to use cheap coarse American 
wool, but there is none, and there will not be

THE DRAINAGE BOARD AT WORK. 

There was no talk of disbanding at the meet- 
ing. of the Drainage Trustees yesterday. 
Theré were no indications of the disruption 
predicted by the organs and the persons hos- 
tile to the board. Indeed there seemed to be 
a closing up of the ranks. Bickerings in the 
board have céfsed, and the Trustees settled 
down to business, Only one of the many 
promised resignations was presented, that of 
Gen. Newton, the Engineer, whose 
work is finished. Word was received from 
Mr. Murry Nelson that he wished to with- 
draw the resignation tendered through Gen, 
Smith.
